1. Dl and D2 disclose method and apparatus for accessing alphanumeric data, such as a 
person's first name, last name, and telephone number, from a database using information 
provided by keypads and pushbutton telephone used by a calling party to transmit both 
upper and lower case alphabetical characters on the telephone lines, but do not disclose 
method for inputting alphabet characters on a keypad like a telephone keyboard which does 
not have enough bottons for the alphabet characters. 

D3 discloses timing dependant method for entering al phanumer i ca 1 charaters using a 
conventional push botton telephone system having automatic response function is based 
upon the position of each alphabetic letter upon each key of the standardized telephone 
keypad matrix, but do not disclose properly using a BLE and peripheral lattice elements 
depending on the use frequency of the characters, thereby maximizing the input 
efficiency. 

2. The closest state of the art appears to be represented by D3. 

In Fig. 2 and Fig. 3 it has been shown a conventional push botton telephone set showing a 
standard 4x 3 matrix keypad in detail with the letters arrayed on the keys and a table 
showing the entry sequence for each of the alphanumeric characters shown on the keys. 
However in D3 does not suggest that a method of selecting an alphabet character on a 
standard English keypad on which base lattice elements are not inscribed, using 
horizontal straight combination according to a part-whole selection method. 
Thus claim 1, 14, 18, 31-33 also involve an innventive step and meet the requirement of 
Article 33(3)PCT 

3. Claim 2-13, 15-17, 19-30 also comply with Article 33(2) and .(3)PCT as they are 
dependent claims.
